12 Months In 
Texas, Milestone 

The Texas livestock Industry has 
achieved a milestone In Its continuing 
battle relating to animal health: this 
state has as of Aug. 31 gone 12 months 
without a confirmed acrowworm case 
within its borders. That's the first time 
that has happened since man first 
started ralaing livestock centuries ago 
in what is now Texas. 

Just a decade ago, about 100,000 
cases of screwworms were reported 
yearly by cattlemen in this state. 
Screwworms live in living flesh of 
anlmalB, and at one time cost the 
livestock Industry $100 million annual-

The Modoc Washoe program Is one of 
three experimental stewardship pro¬ 
grams in the West, established under a 
provision of the Public Rangelands Im¬ 
provement Act of 1978.
